A WBONG IMPHESSION BY THE PUBLIC— 


COMPARISON WITH OTHBK NAVIES. 


The annual report of Admiral Davii 


D. Porter has been submitted to th 
Secretary of the Navy. There is a gen 
eral impression throughout the country 
be says, that a large amount of monaj 
(over 8300,000,000) has been spent on 
the Navy since the war, \rithout any 
thing to show for it, and this impres 
sion has hindered the advance of the 
Navy. It must be remembered, how 
ever, thut after the war, and up to 18G9 
a large sum of money was drawn from 
the Treasury "to pay war debts as wol 
as to provide for the maintenance of thi 
Navy; and it was not until 1869 tha 
the Navy was supported ou a rensona 
ble annual appropriation for its main 
tenance. Daring this time bilis to th< 
amount of $190,000,000 in round uum 
bers had to be paid for work contracted 
for during the height of the wnr, whili 
$80,000,000 was refunded to the Treas 
ury. Whea it is considered, he says 
that nil the naval appropriation sinoi 
1869'were simply for the xuaintenanci 
of the Navy, with the exception of abou 
$5,000,000 for new cruisers, the amoun 
expended will be found to be nothinK 
more than reasonable. Since 1869 th 
. average annual expenditure has been 
about $10,000,000. 
"Compare our ex 


penditure," he says, " with that of any 
other Navy of importance, and it wil 
be proved that we bava kept within 
reasonable lionnda, yet half the people 
in the country are convinced that nava 
appropriation.;) 
are 
rectlesaly 
ex- 


pended. 


A SMALL NAVY NOT EFFICIENT. 


"A comparison of the expenditures 


in foreign ii/ivies with our own, will go 
far to put a stop to the cry that wastafu: 
extravagance has been shown in the 
fidministratiou of its fiaiiacial affairs, 
and will show the necessity of our do- 
ing something toward building a Nnvy 
if we want to keep pii"e with the spirit 
of the fvgu and to hok' ourselves ready 
to iiiaiut'iiu the respect of foreign na- 
tions. The assertion that we want a 
small but effective Navy does not cover 
the case. No small navy cau be au 
efficient one if we consider the neods of 
the country. It must be large enough 
to command the respect of the greatest 
naval power. Up to 1850 our policy 
was to build better vessels than were 
built in any part of tha world, and thus 
for some years we maintained a small 
but very effective navy. All the powers 
of Europe have been engaged, for tha 
last twenty years ill increasing their 
navies, while we have been indifferently 
looking on, not even taking trouble to 
profit by their successes or failures in 
modern 
shipbuilding. 
During this 


time, some grand ships have been built, 
while others have been shown to be un- 
eqviul to modem requirements." 


A MODEL SHIP. 


Admiral Porter proceeds to describe 


the features of a modern vessel, citing 
the Esmeralda, a ship of three thou- 
sand tons, built in England for the 
Chilian1" Navy as the most perfect ship 
of her class ever constructed. She will 
prove, ho thinks, a more formidable 
vessel than either the Boston or Atlanta, 
and shows herself to be unsurpassed as 
a commerce destroyer. 
There is no 


reason, he says, why we cannot bnild a 
ship of 5,000 tons, ou the lines and 
plans of the Esmeralda, that will give 
a speed of nine knots an hour, which 
would equal the speed of any merchant 
ship afloat. He submits plans for a 
good boat, which, when completed, he 
says will be a match for anything in 
our Navy, and will have speed enough 
to escape from a superior foe.. He es- 
timates that her hull aad engines will 
cost §350,000 and requests that an ap- 
propriation for that amount be asked 
for. He says that we have only one 
torpedo-boat and that she is not com- 
pleted. He recommends her comple- 
tion and that she be put in condition 
for offensive warfare. 
All other na- 


tions are paying great attention to the 
building 
of 
torpedo-boats. 
France, 
Russia and England have about 100 
each, and now England proposes to 
bnild 250 more for cruising and home 
defence. She will probably complete 
the whole number of them while we are 
considering the project of building threo 
or four. 


WHAT IS NECESSAIiY TO BE DONE. 


In conclusion he submits what the 


Government ought to do in the next 
two years. 
Complete the unfinished 


monitors and arm them with heavy 
rifled guns, making them rams as far as 
their models will permit; appropriate 
money for all the vessels that were pro- 


not less than 4,000 tons, and h 
e all 


ships of over 1,250 tons supplied with 
torpedo boats, fitted with noiseless con- 
densing engines, so that they cannot be 
heard when approaching nil enemy. 
The ships' launches, which are now 
called torpedo boats iu our navy, are 
useless. 


Admiral Porter appends to his report 


a table exhibiting the expenditures of 
the leading nations of the world for the 
maintenance of their navies during the 
last fifteen years, as well as for the con- 
struction of new ships since 1865. 
It 


shows that the expenditures for main- 
tenance of England were $805,000,000; 
France, $030,000,000; Knssin, $345,- 
000,000; Italy, $142,000,000: Germany, 
'$144,000,000; United,States,. S^qi.QOQ,.- 
000. For the 
construction 
of new 


ships England has expended $91,000,- 
000; France, 
$121,000,000; 
Russia, 


$83,000.000: Italy, $38,000,000; Sweden, 
$14,000,000; Germany, 826,000,000, and 
tha United States, $4,907,454.. 


MONITORS IN BAD CONDITION. 


The Naval Board of Inspection, Com- 


modore JDe Krnfft, president, in a re- 
port to the Admir»l of the Navy, calls 
special attention to the condition of the 
monitors Maolipac, Cimonieus, Lehigh, 
Manhattan, Catskill and Ajax, now at 
City Point. Va., and says that if the 
country depends upon monitors as im- 
portant elements iu the defence of its 
harbors, it is of vital importance that 
they be kept in condition to meet any 
einergsncy. Before miy of them could 
be put into active service, the report 
says, it would be necessary to dock 
them and overhaul their steering gear 
and test their boilers. Four out of the 
six are not iu condition to move with 
their own ste<uu, am] it is not believed 
that they cau put iu condition for even 
temporary active service uutil they are 
supplied with new boilers.
